SOWING UYE. 


Ryo is a crop easily raised and is sub- 
ject to fewer casualties than wheat and 
grows freely on soils tha*; will 
not 
produce remunerative crops of 
other 
grains. 
It may often be profitably sown 
in the fall on light soils as a kind ot 
supplementary crop which may bo used 
for winter pasture when the ground is 
frozen, and also be cut for soiling in 
early spring, when the green stubble 
can be turned under as a fertilizer for a 
coming crop. 
On ground well adapted 
to the culture of the sweet potato ryo is 
an excellent crop to precede it, and, 
whether pastured or cut for soiling, the 
remains of the rye when plowed under 
will bo of considerable benefit to 
the 
root crop. 
Then, if equal care is taken 
to turn under the sweet potato 
vines 
after the harvesting, successive 
crops 
may be raised with but little fertilizing 
material other than what is furnished by 
the rye and the potato vines. 
The 
latter contain much fertilizing matter, 
which, if all saved, will go a good ways 
toward making up for what is carried oil 
in the tubers." The trouble in such cases 
often is that tho ryo is so promisir.g in 
its appearance in the spring that the in- 
ducement to keep it a few weeks longer 
for the grain and straw is too strong to 
permit of its being plowed under for 
freen manure. 
While the amount of 
fertility derived 
from tho green 
ryo 
would not be large, the cost of the seed 
would be small, and the seeding would 
be done at a time when farm work is 
not pressing. 
It would therefore seem 
that such a use of land at a season when 
it would otherwise be unemployed might 
often be advisable.—New York World.

CUTTING OFF THE BLOOMS. 


The old fancy that 
cutting oil the 
blooms 
of potatoes will increase the 
weight ana quality of the tubers seems 
to have broken out afresh, but careful 
experiments made in England and Swit- 
zerland disprove this. 
The theory was 
friven to tho world by a German ex- 
perimenter, who published the results of 
a series of experiments which showed 
that a considerable gain in the weight 
and quality of the tubers resulted 
in 
cutting off the blooms. 


An account of a series of experiments 
made by an intelligent Englishman seem 
to be so thorough that ic is worth while 
to give his results, 
Ilis expeiiments ex- 
tended over a period of three seasons, 
with but 
one variety, Paterson's Vic- 
toria potaso, a profuse bloomer, and at 
that time in general cultivation in Eng- 
land. 
In no single year was there any 
difference in the quality and weight of 
the potato, 
and tho average results 
showed that there was no gain derivable 
from this operation. 


Thorough experiments were made in 
Switzerland 
to test the truth of 
this 
theory. 
The many varieties of potatoes 
^rown in that country were subjected to 
the experiment. 
The test was carried 
through several seasons in order to make 
the result more accurate. 
At the close 
oi 
the 
experiments 
tho 
conclusion 
reached did not corroborate the theory 
advanced by the German experimenter. 


Tho Englishman, after reviewing the 
expermients made in Switzerland 
and 
those by himself, draws this conclusion: 
»»This system, therefore, is of no use to 
us while we have our present varieties of 
potatoes, no matter what it may be else- 
where, and if properly tested it will in 
all probabilities be found to be of little 
value anywhere."—American Farmer,

Plant deep in dry weather; shallow in 
wet, 


Ascertaio the merits and demerits of & 
cow beforo buying her. 


Drive a horse with a rein that both 
you and the horse can feel. 


If you want your berry bushes to be 
productive keep them cut back. 


There ia generally lime enough in tho 
soil, but its'prcsence is indispensable. 


There are few breeds but what will 
lay well if they are well fed and cared 
for. 


Buckwheat hulls produce piles in pigs. 
Therefore, it is not very well to use them 
as food for the pigs- 


It is thought that pigs grown from old 
dams exhibit greater vitality than others, 
and are less liable to disease. 


Set the first laying of both turkey and 
duck eggs under hens; more eggs and 
better fowls will be secured. 


The cholera symptoms in poultry in a 
nutshell are: 
Intense thirst, 
debility, 
prostration, greenish droppings. 


Young chickens will eat wheat or 
soro-hum seed when two weeks old and 
they will be better than soft feeds. 


In very hot weather see that the chick- 
ens have some chance to get into tho 
shade. 
Too hot a sun is not good. 


A wide wagon tire is a road maker, 
not a rut cutter. 
One secret of the good 
roads of France is the wide tires in use 
there. 


Lice always attack the poorly-kept, ill- 
fed chickens lirst. 
Coal oil is said to be 
destructive to them, but musí; bo used 
with caution. 


Having a system will save time; havo 
a time fo'r feeding the fowls, for gather- 
ing the eggs, for cleaniog out the poul- 
try house and for cleaning the roosts. 


While liberal feeding is necessary to 
secure a good growth, poultry should 
never be so well fed that they will not 
willingly forage for something to eat. 


An old gobbler or pea fowl will often 
get very troublesome in 
fighting 
the 
other poultry; when this is tho case the 
quicker they are got rid of the better. 


The cost of feeding a thoroughbred 
flock is no greater than for scrubs, while 
such birds give their owner far more 
pleasure and he can 
occasionally 
sell 
fowls or eggs at a good price. 


The farmer who raises hogs tho fleah 
of which is fioo will be able to get mori 
than the maiket price if he once securcj 
a reputation for such. 
The big, coarse,* 
and over-fat pork will not bring mud 
money, for the simple reason that it doei 
not sell very good when placed on the 
market. 


All farmers do not use coal, but those 
who do can make good use of the ashes. 
It in well known that excellent walks can 
be made of them; but they are valuable 
for another purpose. 
The hogs will be 
benefited greatly if the ashes are fed to 
them. 
They correct the acidity of thi 
pigs stomach, and do a vast amount ol 
good. 


The Berkshires are one of the oldest 
breeds in existence, and one of theii 
drawing cards is a disposition to take on 
from the start a great amount of flesh 
and fat. 
Another point in their favor ia 
the immunity which they have frito dis- 
ease» 
This 13 not saying that they are 
disease proof, but on account of their 
strong constitutions they are moro abU 
to keep disease at bay.

Three regular and three specimen bal 
lots will be required for each voter. 
The official ballot now being printed 
for the State Department will be 22x52 
inches. 
It is staled that there is not 
enough paper in the country of the 
kind required to supply all the ballots 
that will be needed. ChAirman Patton, 
of the State Prohibition Committee,was 
in Hairisburg, Thursday to certify at 
the State Department the votes of the 
candidates ot that party who received 
official standing in the last election by 
reason of having received 3 percent, of 
the total vote cast in the districts in 
which they were candidates. 
Chair- 
man Patton is very much disgusted with 
the new law. 


The severest storms ever known in

and rubbing of one lemon into a stewpan;

water, and stir until quite cold.

MUTTOX CUOQ.UETTES. 


Maria Parloa furnishes the following 
recipe to Good Ilomekeeping: 
Enough 
I)f the cold mutton to make a solid pint 
when minced was chopped rather fine» 
[t was seasoned with a level tablespoon- 
(ul of salt, one-third of a teaspoonful of 
pepper, the juice of halt a lemon, and a 
Uttle onion juice. 
One cupful of milk 
was put in the frying-pan and on the 
range. 
Two generous tablespoonfuls of 
outterwere beaten to a cream, with one 
leaping tablespoonful of 
flour. 
This 
Inixture was stirred into the boiling 
milk, and when the sauce was thick and 
imooth, the chopped meat was added, 
ind thoroughly mixed with the sauce.

moved from the flre and the egg stirred 
Into the mixture, which was then spread 
on a platter and set away to cool.

The croquettes

for two minutes. 


nOUSEUOLD HINTS. 


An easy method of removing mildew 
Is to place the article in a warm oven 
for a few moments and then brush it. 


When onions are being cooked tho 
strong, disagreeable odor may be les- 
sened by placing vinegar on the stove. 


In cooking beets leave at least two 
inches of the top, and dp not break oil 
tho little fibres, or the juice will bo lost. 


Tho proper way to put salt flsh to soak 
is with the flesh side upward.

One of the greatest objeations to t&o 
wooden flumes commonly used in the 
mining districts of this country, and 
more lately 
for irrigation purposes, U 
the alternate shrinking and swelling of 
the wood, which 
causes warping ana 
distortion. 
To avoid 
this galvanized 
iron, the upper edge of which is stifiied, 
is being used for flumes. These mental 
flumes are nearly circular in section and 
are

supported 
in 
cast-iron 
brackets placed in timber supports. 


Dr. Mitcherlich has invented a stuil 
made from the fibers of wood. 
Thin 
boards, with 
the knots taken out, are 
treated with a solution of sulphuric acid 
In a hollow boiler. 
Not only the hard 
matter, which is the cause of the brittle- 
ness of wood fibers, is eliminated by this 
treatment, but the fiber itself is chemi* 
cally transformed. 
It is bleached, and 
becomes silky as well as strong and elastic. 
It is then treated in the same manner as 
any other goods, that is, combined, spun 
and finally woven into stuffs of exceeding | 
fineness and difl!erent varieties.

ABOUT COOKrxc; MEATS. 


The orthodox rule for the cookiocr of 
meat, fish aud fowl is to allow a quarter 
of an hour to every pound; yet this re- 
cipe needs 
t j 
be mixed with 
brains. 
Some families like rare, others well-done 
meats; again, a joint may be unusually 
thick or remarkably thin. 
Ai^ain, full- 
grown and mature meats, such as beef 
and mutton, are best with the red gravy 
oozing from them; while immature, or 
white meats, such as lamb, veal, 
pork^j 
etc., are absolutely 
dangerous unless 
done through to the bone. 
A good rule 
is to allow twelve to fifteen minutes, ac- 
cording to the taste of the 
family and 
the thickness of the joint, for the cook- 
ing of every pound of beef and mutton; 
filteen to eighteen minutes for the cook- 
ing of every pound of pork, veal, lamb, 
ham, bacon, 
fish 
and every kind of 
fowl. 


Accidents 
happen, 
however. 
The 
oven may be too hot or too cool, tho fire 
too slow and—what not. 
So a cook 
should learn to know by the appearance 
of the meat itself when it is sulliciently 
cooked. 
How can this 
be done? 
By 
carefully observing the appearance of the 
meat around the centre bone or bones. 
If the learner be in doubt, tho blade ot a 
knife can be run 5n about half an inch 
at; the bone, and the meat slightly raised 
and carefully examined for a moment or 
two. 
After one or two trials this will 
be found to bo an infallible method. 
It 
is quite right that next to the bone beef 
and mutton should be red and juicy, but 
if tho beef be blue or the mutton has 
that strange raw look peculiar to mutton 
that has just felt the heat of the fire, the 
jomt needs a little more cooking; while 
meats should be white, even to the bono, 
with the exception, perhaps, of lamb, 
which many people prefer with a little 
pinky juice oozing through. 


Fish—Fish is not eatable till the flesh 
separates 
easily from the bones. 
By 
running a knife in a little way, s^y un- 
der tho fins, so as not to spoil the 
ap- 
pearance of tho fish, this can be judged 
of. 


Salt 
Meats—Salt meats are not 
so 
easily tested as fresh meats, yet even 
here look at the bone. 
Beware of al- 
lowing the meat to cook so long that it^ 
raises itself from the bones, as it were; 
for then it is what is graphically knowa 
as being »'done to ra^is."—iiew

The double murder of 
Andrew 
J. 
Borden nnd his wife atPnll River, Mass., 
<on the 4th of August, culmiaatinji as it 
did in the arrest of his youngest duu8;h- 
(er, Lizzie Borden, has been one of the 
^ost extraordinary and mysterious crim- 
inal episodes of the centtry. 


The circumstances surroundini^ the as- 
sassination of Borden and his wife, who 
was Lizzie's stepmother, were such as to 
astound those who would pounce, olT- 
hand, upon a motive. 
Borden was rich 
and pious, aged seventy-six years, a man 
whose probity was equal to his thrift. 
He had not led a public life, he had no 
known enemy who it could be conjec- 
tured would go to the extent ot killing 
liun, much less his wife, and when the 
4nutilated bodies of the couple were dis- 
covered, in their own house, shortly be- 
fore noon 
on August 4, the police and 
the public were utterly at a loss for u 
•motive, and in the intense excitement 
•that overwhelmed the community they 
turned to one another iu helpless aston- 
ishment and horror. 


The body of Borden was found ou 
a 
•velvet sofa in the parlor of the house. 
His head had been literally backed to 
picces. 
There were seven long gashes 
^n his face and skull, some of them an 
inch and a half deep through the flesh 
-and bone. 
In the 
spare" bed chamber 
ou the second floor was discovered 
the 
body of Mrs. Borden, who was sixty- 
seven years old. 
There was at first no 
sight of blood and the momentary sup- 
position was that heart failure had oc- 
-curred. 


Mrs. Borden was lying prone on 
the 
floor on her face with her arms 
out- 
stretched and the toes of her shoes rest- 
ng on the carpet. 
On raising the body 
ithere was seen a pool of blood, and an

Borden, who ran out into the yard and 
called for help. 
A neighbor responded 
and 
the police were 
telephoned for» 
When they arrived tliey were told tho 
following story:

The elder daughter had been visiting 
for some time in Fair Haven. 
At 8 
o'clock that morniug Mrs. Borden re- 
ceived a note asking her to call on a 
friend who was ill.

a director. 
He returned about 
10:30 
o'clock and reclined on the sofa in tho 
parlor for a doze. 
Bridget 
Sullivan, 
who had been working in the kitchen, 
passed through the parlor shortly after 
his return and asked him how ho felt. 


The reason for this question was ex- 
plained to tho police. The whole family 
had been slightly ill for a day or two, 
and Dr. Bowcn, the attending physician, 
had given it as his suggestion that they 
had been poisoned, 
Mr. Borden told 
Bridget that he was feeling all right, and 
she went up to the third floor and washed 
the windows. 


According to Lizzie Borden she slept 
late that morning, and did not get up

»examination disclosed the fact that death 
had been caused, as iu the case of

A slight survey served to make it 
•equally plain that the murders were both 
.committed unexpectedly so far as tho 
-victims were concerned, 
Borden's body 
was reclining ou the lounge, the legs 
were resting easily on tho floor, tho left 
•arm lay on tho hip, the right was folded 
•across the breast, the eyes were closed 
•and the features were unmarked by any 
»expression of surprise or apprehension. 
The iittitude was one of repose. 
The 
features of Mrs. Borden were not drawn 
.and there was absoluteiy no evidence of 
a struggle. 


There were, so far as yet known, but 
two persons other than I3orden and his 
"Wife on the premises when tho murders 
-were committed. 
These were Bridget 
Sullivan, a domestic, and Lizzie Borden, 
the youngest of the two daughters. 
The 
older daughter was visitiog iu another 
U)wn. 


Alter ttite «tUcovery, couplcd with their 
failure to locate any suspicious character 
on or near the premises before or after 
the tragedy, and with tho seeming im- 
probability that a stranger could have 
lurked in tho Borden house without de- 
tection by Lizzie Borden or the servant, 
that the police fell back ou the theory 
that the assassin was some member of 
the household who knew the premises 
thoroughly. 


So much having been settled to their 
satisfaction the police proceeded to look 
ior their victim. Their attention was first 
drawn to John V. Morse, a cousin of 
Borden, living in a ueiErhborint: town. 
Morse was a sort of horse trader, had 
recently come from the AVest and was 
known to have been at the Borden home 
several times, 
and especially 
ou 
tho 
morning 
of the 
murders. 
He 
was 
shadowed and questioned by the police, 
and several of the Borden relatives came 
out and aired their suspicious in relation 
to him, but he convinced tho police ot 
his innocence. 
Morse was undoubtedly 
in aud about the Borden house shortly 
before the tiagedy, but there was no 
evidence of any sort discovered 
against 
him, and he M'as not arrested, although 
he was under surveillance for several 
days. 


The suspicion anrainst Lizzie Borden 
was rendered stronger bv a statement ! 
made to the police by Eli Bsnce, a clerk 
at D, R. Smiths drugstore, to the effect 
that Miss Borden had been in his store

until Mrs. Borden had gone out, as she 
thought, iu response to the note from 
the neighbor. 
On going down stairs 
Lizzie passed through the parlor and saw 
and spoke to her father. 
Supposing her 
mother was out, she went into the yard 
and entered the barn in search of a piece 
of lead, from which to cut "sinkers" for 
a lushing excursion she expected soon to 
make to Marion to join some Sunday- 
school friends who were already sojourn- 
iuo- there. 
While in the barn she heard 
a cry of distress coming apparently from 
the house. 
Bushing in, she found her 
father dead on the sofa. 
She called 
Bridget and they gave an alarm. 
Then 
they searched upstairs for Mrs. Borden 
and found her as described. 
The door 
of the spare room, the police were told, 
was closed. 


Such was the story as related to the 
police by Lizzie Borden and the servant, 
and it furnished no clues on whish to 
work. 


A search oi the house revealed a hat- 
chet which bore traces of blood, a bun- 
dle of bloody rags under a bucket in the 
cellar and two spots of blood on a white 
skirt hanging in 
a closet in Lizzie's 
room. 
This skirt would hardly stand as 
evidence, however, unless 
it could be 
proven that Lizzie 
wore it when she 
killed tho stepmother, but removed ic 
before she made the assault on the old 
man. 
She did not have time to change 
any of her clothing between the time 
Mr. Borden was killed and the time 
when she call Bridget Sullivan. 
There 
was absolutely no stain of blood on Liz- 
zie's bands or clothing when the oiiicers 
took possession of tho house. 


The first theory of the police was that 
a murderer familiar with the place had 
concealed himself in the house and had 
taken desperate chances for the plunder 
that might be at hand. 
This view was 
reiinquished wlien it 
was lound that 
nothing had been taken. 
The police 
next turner^ thpir attention to tho theory 
that the murders were a family matter 
and had grown out of tho «llorls of one 
of tho girls to secure a half inierest in 
the estate, valued at $500,000. 


At the outset there were several false 
clues on which the police worked, sev- 
eral parties being arrested on suspicion, 
but each one established an alibi. 


A careful examination of the bodies 
of Mr. and Mrs. Borden tho day after 
the killing served to convince tho phy- 
sicians that Mrs. Borden had been dis- 
, patched some time—probably 
an hour 
I aud a half—belQio hgr husbaud. 
It was 


for prussic acid or hydrocyanic acid. 
She tailed to secure either. 
The drug 
clerk made a partial 
identification of 
Miss Borden, but later the accuracy ol 
his identification was denied. 
Miss Bor- 
den denied that she had bought or tried 
to buy either poison. 
Hydrocyanic acid 
leaves no outward trace on the body, and 
it was the conjecture of the physicians 
for the prosecution that this 
was the 
drug that had been used. 


Miss Borden was put under .police sur- 
veillance two days after the murders, 
but was not arrested until some 
days 
later. 
In addition to tho police there 
was a Pinkerton detective early on the 
scene. 
The detective worked in the in* 
terest of the Borden family and lidieuled 
the police theory. 
His idea was that the 
murders were the work of a lunatic. 


The movements of Mr. Borden on the 
day of his death were investigated, with 
the result that the police were able to 
trace him up to within a half hour of his 
death. 
Thirty minutes after he was seen 
to enter the house his body was found on 
the sofa. 
It was 
between 
10:50- and 
10:52 a, m. when Borden entered tho 
house. 
At 11:13 the news of tho mur- 
der was on the street. 


In the case of Mrs, Borden the police 
were utterly unable to locate her outside 
the house on that fearful morning, not- 
withstanding the statement 
of 
Lizzie 
Borden that Mrs. Borden had been sum- 
moned to a sick neighbor. 
According 
to Miss Borden the note was delivered to 
M:s, Borden by a messenger boy, but she 
could not describe the boy. 
Siae did noi 
know the neighbor and diligent search 
failed to reveal the slightest 
trace 
ol 
either. 
The note which Mrs. Borden ii 
said to have received could not be found. 


Miss Borden lold the police that she 
was iu tho barn when tho murders oc- 
curred. 
A policeman visited the _ barn 
on the day after the tragedy and exam 
ined the floor, which was covered with a 
thick layer of dust. There were no foot 
prints in this dust except those made by 
the oflicer in his investigation.
